New York, duly 25. — (United 
News.)—Chairman John J. Raskob, 
of the democratic national committee, 
has fixed the tentative total of the 
campaign fund to be spent for the 
campaign of Governor Alfred E. 
Smith at between $2,500,000 and 
$3,500,000. 

In making this announcement to- 
night, the democratic chairman ex- 
© lained this is a tentative estimate, 
the budget has not yet been com- 
pleted. He worked on it all after- 
noon with his executive committee. 

Cost Much Money. 

“This campaign,” he said, “is g0- 
ing to cost a very great amount of 
money. ‘There will be a very aggres- 
sive campaign in every state. We be- 
lieve we have a good chance in many 
states.” 

The tentative total represents a 
larger expenditure than made by dem- 
ocrats in the last two campaigns. The 
party now has on hand a balance of 
about $200,000, in addition to many 
volunteer contributions which have 
been received. The total of these con- 
tributions has not been tallied yet, it 
was explained by Colonel H. H. Leh- 
man, finance director. 

Raskob said he would publish the 
financial reports of the campaign 
every 30 days, as pledged in the dem- 
ocratic platform. 

Campaign Under Way. 

The campaign for contributions is 
well under way, Lehman explained, 
with about two-thirdg of the state 
financial directors appointed. Their 
names will be published within a few 
days. 

In connection with his resignation 


-as chairman of the finance committee 


and member of the executive commit- 
tee of General Motors, Raskob said 
tonight he does not intend to give up 
his other official connections as a vice 
president and member of the board of 
directors. 

He declined to comment on reports 
that he was forced to withdraw from 
the automobile concern during the 
campaign by other officials, saying he 
did not “like to lend dignity to such 
reports by commenting upon them.” 


Transfer Offices. 


His resignation, he said, would not 
affect the transfer of democratic na- 
tional headquarters to the General 
Motors building, which will take place 
Saturday. 

Democratic and republican camps 
here today vied with each other in 
presenting prominent members of the 
other party who have switched their 
party allegiance for this campaign.

IZ NEW BEDFORD 
TEXTILE STRIKERS 
JAILED FOR “RIOT 


Pickets Arrested After 
Failing To Heed “Move” 
Order of Police; Several 
Injured in Scuffles. 


New Bedford, Mass., July 25.— 
(United News.)—About 125 persons 
were arrested here tonight in a scuffle 
with police at the Sharp mill. They 
were charged with rioting and refus 
ing to move after so ordered by police 

Police said most of those placed 
under arrest were members of the 
textile mills committee, a so-called 
radical organization which has been 
engaged in picketing the 26 mills ef- 
fected by the strike of 25,000 textile 
operatives in protest to a 10 per cent 
wage cut. 

Is Second Riot. 

Tonight’s setto between police and 
pickets followed a similar riot at the 
same mill Tuesday night, and sharp 
criticism of picketing activities today 
by Judge Frank A. Milliken, of the 
district court. 

“The picketing is being carried on 
in an illegal way,” Milliken said, “It 
has got to be stopped. The leaders 
must be put in the proper place. Pick- 
éting is a nuisance. The strikers must 
stay away from the mills. They have 
no business there.” 

A detail of 150 police, headed by 
Deputy Chief Raymond Chase and a 
deputy sheriff from Fall River, were 
sent to the Sharp mills early tonight, 
where 300 picketers had congregated. 

The picketers were parading before 
the mill in twos when the police ar- 
rived. 

Bystanders Jailed. 

“Read them the riot act,” Chase 
said. After the reading the picketers 
were ordered. to disperse to their 


homes. None of them obeyed the or-* 


der, according to police. 
“Every officer get your man,” Chase 


was reported to have said. The police 
rushed the crowd, placing 75 under 
arrest after a sharp struggle. Those 
arrested were carried to the police 
station in four police truck. There 
was no use of police clubs nor throw- 
ing of stones, as had occurred Tues- 
day night, but there were several] stiff 
fist fights. 

Nearly 50 other persons were ar- 
rested by police in the vicinity of the 
mill for refusing to disperse when 
erdered. 

As far as could be learned early to- 
night none of the police or those ar- 
rested received serious injuries.

He was brought back 
into the fold to pl®ase the French, 
according to Samuel H. Collom, pres- 
ident of the United States Lawn Ten- 
nis association, who took personal re- 
sponsibility for removing the ban 
which the New York committee im- 
posed. 

During the week of banishment, 
French tennis officials went to United 
States Ambassador Myron T. Herrick 
and it was through his importunities 
that the reinstatement was brought 
about. 

When informed that Tilden was to 
play, Rene LaCoste, his French rival, 
said that his decision not to go to the 
United States to defend his American 


championship in September, would not 
be affected. LaCoste had announced 
his decision to default the United 
States title immediatel after the 
United States Lawn Tennis associa- 
tion declined to accede to a_ plea 
from the French Tennis federation 
that Tilden be allowed to play.

Philadelphia,, July 25.—(?)—A 
witness, who described himself as a 
“door bell puller” for the republican 
organization today declared in the in- 
vestigation into the senatorial con- 
test of 1926 in Pennsylvania that the 
total vote cast in his division in 
Philadelphia was fixed seven hours 
before the polls closed and that after 
the voting ceased sufficient ballots 
were placed in the box to agree with 
the total. 

The witness who gave this testi- 
mony before Senator Waterman, re- 
publican, Colorado, sitting as a sub- 
committee of the senate committee on 
privileges and elections in the con- 
test brought by William V. Wilson, 
democrat, against William S. Vare, 
republican, was Joseph J. Penczak. 


He was a republican worker in the 
fifth division of the first ward, 
known as a Vare ward. He was to 
have testified Monday, but could not 
be found. In his testimony today he 
said he had been threatened and for 
that reason had left the city.

The board 
is made up of two majority party 
and one minority party’ members.

WASHINGTON ACTS 
TO RECOGNIZE NEW 
CHINESE REGIME 


Negotiations for Trade 
Treaty Authorized by 
Kellogg; Likely To Mean 
Formal Relations. 


Washington, July 25.—(?/)—Accept- 
ance of proposals by the Chinese na- 
tionalist authorities for negotiation of 
a new tariff treaty granting China 
fyll autonomy has been communicated 
to that government by Secretary Kel- 
logg through Minister MacMurray in 
Pekin. 

The note of acceptance, which was 
made public tonight by the state de- 
partment, authorizes Mr. MacMurray 
to represent the United States in ne- 
gotiations with properly accredited 
representatives of the nationalist gov- 
ernment. It stipulates that the United 
States looks to the nationalist gov- 
ernment for adequate protection for 
Americans in China and their rights, 
and for equal treatment for American 
nationals with those of any other 


country. 
“The good will of the United States 


toward China is proverbial, and the 
American government and people wel- 


come every advance by the Chinese 
in the direction of unity, peace and 
progress,’ Mr. Kellogg said. 

“We do not believe in interference 


with their internal affairs. We ask 
of them only that whicn we look for 
from every nation with which we 
maintain intercourse, specifically, 
proper and adequate protection of 
American citizens, their property and 
their lawful rights, and, in general, 
treatment in no way discriminatory 
as compared with the treatment ac- 
corded to the interests or nationals of 
any other country. 

“With a deep realization of the na- 
ture of the tremendous difficulties 
confronting the Chinese nation, I am 
impelled to affirm my belief that a 
new and unified China is in progress 
of emerging from the chaos of civil 
war and turmoil which has distressed 
that country for many years, Cer- 
tainly this is the hope of the people 
of the Unitéd States. 

“As an earnest of the belief and 
the conviction that the welfare of all 
the peoples concerned will be promot- 
ed by the creation in China of a re- 
sponsible authority which will under- 
take to speak to and for the nation, I 
am happy now to state that the Amer- 
ican government is ready to begin at 
once, through the American minister 
to China, negotiations with properly 
accredited representatives whom the 
nationalist government may appoint, 
in reference to the tariff provisions

This brought to 21 the total 
killed in gang feuds within a year. 

Russo and Longo were killed an¢ 
their associate, Jack Griffin, was 
dangerously* wounded by a machine 
gun volley directed on them in a va- 
eant lot in Wellston, a suburb. Their 
assailants escaped in two automobiles. 

Two hours and a half later in the 
produce store of Spicuzza and Pace, 
on “Commission Row” in St. Louis, 
James Pace and Vincent Spicuzza, 
partners, and Joseph Spicuzza, a 
clerk, were shot and slightly wounded. 
They were fired on by three gunmen, 
who escaped in an automobile.

The Booths are now being sought 
in connection with the death of the 
aged man whose body was found with 
a crushed skull, seven miles out of 
Lake City in a highway drainage 
ditch. 

Walter Hall and Ed Buck, mechan- 
ices at the Messer filling station, were 
witnesses to the actual killing, Messer 
said they told him. It occurred at 
about 8:30 o’clock near the filling 
station while Messer himself was 
busy. 

See Blows Struck. 

Hall and Buck saw the automobile 
used by the Booths and Simmons pass 
the station, Messer said they reported, 
with the younger man standing on the 
running board of the car beating Sim- 


mons, inside the machine, over the 
head. They also, the two men said, 
heard Simmons crying for help. Mrs. 
Booth was driving the automobile at 
the time, they reported. 

“When Hall and Buck came back,” 
Messer said, “and told me what they 
had seen, I immediately suspected a 
tragedy had occurred. 1 went over to 
the cottage where the three had been

SEEN IN’ MEXICO 


Supporters of Obregon in 
Full Control With Presi- 
dent Likely To Be Chos- 
en Without Strife. 


Mexico City, July 25.—(4)—Pros- 
pects of Mexico emerging peacefully 
from its present turbulent political 
situation were seen by well-informed 
observers today as more than a week 
passed since the assassination of 
President-Elect Alvaro Obregon with- 
out major disturbances. 

However, the situation continues 
surcharged with uncertainty and pre- 
dictions as to the future are con- 


sidered unjustified. Some ill-consid- 
ered act might at any moment upset 
all calculations. 


Obregonites In Control. 
Supporters of the late General Ob- 


regon undoubtedly are in full control 
of the situation, and if they remain 
united can dominate events of the im- 
mediate future. It is they, probably, 
who will decide who is to be the next 
president of Mexico. Conferences were 
in progress today between Ricardo 
Topete, leader of the Obregonista bloc 
in congress; Aurelia Manrique and An- 
tonio Soto y Gama, the latter two 
agrarian leaders, and others with a 
view to determining where the Obre- 
gonista support for the presidency 
will be thrown. 

It seemed inevitable that either 
President Calles would be asked to 
succeed. himself as provisional presi- 
dent under certain constitutional ar- 
rangements which might be made or 
that Aaron Saenz, governor of Nurvo 
Leon, would be favored. 


Bitter Against Morones. 


Perhapse the most dangeroys ele- 
ment in the situation is the bitter 
feeling against Luis Morones, resigned 
secretary of labor, by some of the 
Obregon group. There have been pro- 
miscuous charges that Morones and 
his laborite aids created the “psycho- 
logical background” for the assassina- 
tien of General Obregon. 

It is yet to be legally determined, 
however, who, if anybody, besides the 
actual assassin—Jose De Leon Toral 
—is responsible for the deed. 

Considerable speculation has arisen 
as to whom President Calles will ap- 
point to succeed Senor Morones. 
Among those mentioned is Manuel 
Verez Trevino, governor of the state 
of Coahuila, and a former secretary 
of industry, commerce and labor. 

The brother of General Obregon’s 
assassin, Jesus De Leon Toral, an 
officer of the federal army stationed 
at Vera Cruz, was released by police 
today after a short stay in prison. 
The police were satisfied he had no 
previous knowledge of the crime. 

Meanwhile President Calles is keep- 
ing close to his residence. A slight

Hassell announced that they would 
“sive her the gun” at 4:30 a. m. 

The report from Professor W. H. 
Hobbs, head of the University of 
Michigan Greenland expedition, said 
that clear skies and favorable tail 
winds awaited the big ship, whose 
flight is sponsored by the Rockford 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Plane Is Loaded. 

Tonight the Greater Rockford, 
loaded with 400 gallons cf gasoline, 
20 gallons of oil, food, parachutes, 
radio and cold weather togs, was 
wheeled out on the run-way ready 
for a speedy take-off. Reserve tanks 
of gasoline are carried in the 46- 


foot wings. A final inspection was 
made by Hassell, accompanied by his 
wife and their three children, and by 
Cramer, whose sister and mother are 
here. 

Hassell, chief pilot for the flicht, 
made his decisionyafter the federal 
weather bureau today informed him 
of ideal conditions across Canada for 
Thursday. 

The government forecast predicted 
fresh to strong southwest winds, which 
would give Hassell the tail wind he 
has desired. A high pressure area at 
Sault Ste. Marie and a low pressure 
area around Winnipeg left an ideal 
path in between for the flight, the 
weather bureau said. While a severe 
storm was reported south of Green- 
land, it was not likely that it would 
move into the path of the flight, Has- 
sell said. 


Two Stops Planned.

ENGLAND'S CHURCH 
PRIMATE TO RETIRE 
FROM CANTERBURY 


Rey. Rt. Hon. Davidson, 
Ill and Twice Beaten in 
Prayerbook Fight, An- 
nounces Decision.

London, July 25.—(United News.) 
The Rev. Rt. Hon. Randall Thomas 


Davidson, ninety-fourth archbishop of 
Canterbury, announced his resignation 
today, effective November 12. 

Primate of the Church of England 
and next only to the royal family in 
point of precedence, the aged arch- 
bishop—he was born April 7, 1848— 
has been one of the prominent figures 
in British political affairs, 

Although suffering from poor health 
for the last few years, the archbishop 
had taken a keen interest in industrial 
and economic affairs as well as the 
church. 

His failure recently to obtain adop- 
tion by the House of Commons of the 
revised book of common prayer of 
the Church of England, with which 
he had hoped to bring his long and 
active public career to a close, keenly 
affected the bishop, but he counseled 
moderate action by the more radical 
proponents of the bill. 

Dr. Davidson was born in Bdin- 


burgh. He had no intention of en- 
tering the church until he went to 
Trinity college, Oxford university, 
after a preliminary education at Har- 
row public school. At Trinity he be- 
came the close friend of Craufurd 
Tait, son of the then Archbishop Tait 
of Canterbury, a friendship which 
eventually was to lead him to the 
church’s highest office. 

In 1878, during the Pan-Anglican 
synod, Davidson distinguished himself 
as an organizer. Soon after the close

Sick, Physician Says. 

Looking pale and worn, the com- 
missioner told questioners his resigna- 
tion had been in the hands of Mayor 
Thompson for some time but he did 
not know when it would become effec- 
tive. Dr. Arnold H. Kegel, his physi- 
cian and the city health commissioner, 
said Mr. Hughes was a “very sick 


%” 


Mayor Thompson, himself recuperat- 
ing from illness, is in Wisconsin for 
a rest and could not be reached, Wil- 
liam Russell, at present a deputy com- 
missioner, was among those discussed 
today as a probable’ successor to 
Hughes. Until his resignation is ac- 
cepted, however, Hughes is expected 
to remain as commissioner, 

Relative of Crowe. 


Hughes, a Chicago gopper for years 
and.a relative of Robert E. Crowe, 
state’s attorney, was picked by Mayor 
Thompson last year to “run the crooks 
out of icago in 90 days.” At the 
end of three months he gave out fig- 
ures intending to show that crime had 
decreased materially here and _  an- 
nounced thut “the crooks are on the 
run,” 

For several months there have been 
rumors that Hughees was to. quit. 
Since the resignation a few days ago 
of Charles Fitzmorris, city comptroller 
and former chief of police, several 
other city officials have been reported 
about to quit and only yesterday it 
was rumored that Mayor Thompson 
himself who has been reported in poor 
health, might resign.

Copenhagen, July 25.—()—A 
fragment of airplane wreckage with 
some silver and bronze colored fabric 
attached to it has been picked up off 
the Jutland coast. 

In the belief that the wreckage may 
possibly be part of the Nungesser-Coli 
plane, lost last year, the fragment has 
been sent to Paris for identification. 

The wreckage was found by Dr. 
Frode, a Danish physician. There was 
a wireless receiver among the frag- 
ments and as the Nungesser-Coli plane 
is the noly one missing of apparent- 


ly similar description, Dr. Frode com- 
municated with tie French legation. 

Before the piece of wreckage is 
sent to Paris it will be studied by 
tw9 Danish experts who say that it is 
not improbable that it is.a portion of 
the Nungesser-Coli plane, the “White 
Bird.” 


The “White Bird,’ manned by Cap- 
tain Charles Nungesser and Captain 
Francois Coli, left Le Bourget air- 
drome on the morning of May &, 1927, 
and after being reported over Ireland 
disappeared from sight. Dispatches 
from Paris at that time said that no 
wireless apparatus was carried, the 
extra: room being utilized for the 
storage of additional gasoline. The 
plane was painted white in order that 
it might readily be distinguished by 
passing ships. No trace whatever of 
the machine has been found during 
the past year. For many months re- 
ports persisted in various points along 
the Canadaian coast that the “White 
Bird’s” motor had been heard, but 
these could never be verified and it is 
not known whether the plane ever suc- 
ceeded in reaching the American coast.

In Peasant Deals 


Washington, July 25.—(United 
News.)—Russia has decided to drop 
its policy of coercion in its grain 
dealings with peasants, adopting in- 
stead mere frienly tactics with a view 
to better organization, increased prices 
and possibly an attempt to curtail 
production, the agriculture department 
was advised today in a cable from its 
Berlin representative, L. Ve Steere. 

These methods will replace the gov- 
ernment’s attempts to force peasants 
to market their grain at the soviet’s 
previous terms and conditions, accord- 
ing to advices quoted by Steere. 

Peasants hitherto have resisted the 
government because of its policy of 
grain confiscation, fixation of prices 
and similar measures. 

On the basis of official Russian re- 
ports, Steere confirmed earlier reports 
of poor conditions of the Russian win- 
ter wheat crop and of fairly good 
conditions of the spring crop in gen- 
eral. He added, however, poor dis- 
tribution geographically ‘will hamper 
if not prevent the exportation of the 
crop.” 

The total Russian crop is expected 
to be 88,000,000 short tons as com- 
pared with 80,000,000 tons last year.

DR. MELL’S WARNINGS. 


Dr. John D. Mell, of-Athens, since 
1912 president of the Georgia Bap- 
tist convention, which, under the 
Baptist code for denominational ad- 
ministration, means the head of the 
church in the state, has issued an 
open letter to ministers of that 
church urging them to absolve 
themselves from politics and keep 
their pulpits free from political dis- 
cussions.

Account. 

A detailed account of the living ex- 
penses of a mediaeval visiting preach- 
er to the church of St. Louis of the 
French in Rome has been found in 
the form of a document drawn up 


for the choirmaster of the church, 
Bernardino Nannino. The friar 
preacher of the Lenten services at the 
church boarded at Nannino’s house 
in the year 1593, and the accounts 
necessitated by the friar’s visit were 
kept by the choirmaster’s brother, 
Giovanni Nannino. They have been 
found and documented by Signor Ca- 
metti, who is compiling a history of 
the choir, which has won fame 
through several centuries. The daily 
expense, including the wood and oil 
for cooking without wine and bread, 
was 90 baiocchi (75 cents), while the 
cost of raw food was nearly 70 baioc- 
chi. The preacher hac two meals a 
day, at which there were two quali- 
ties of iish “of not less than two 
pounds in quantity.” Besides the fresh 
fish there was salted tunney, or shell 
fish. Then came artichokes, broccoli, 
spinach and asparagus. Fresh and 
dried fruit was served with each meal, 
apples, pears, fennels, oranges called 
melangoles, olives, almonds, raisins, 
sweetened nuts of pistache and biscuit

Dr. John D. Mell Solemnly Warns 
Baptist Ministers To Retrain 
From Bringing Politics Into Pulpits 


A solemn warning and request to. 
Baptist ministers to refrain from 
bringing politics into their pulpits is 
issued by Dr. John D. Mell, Athens 
clergyman and for 16 years president 
of the Georgia Baptist convention, in 
an oper letter which will appear today 
in this week’s issuc of The Christian 
Index. 

Addressed to the Baptist ministers 
of Georgia, the letter pleads for ‘a 
pulpit free from politics on the two 
grounds that a minister who brings 
politic: into his pulpit will invariably 
weaken his own usefulness and he will 
hurt the cause of the Lord whom he 
serves. 

Dr. Mell, one of the best” beloved 
and most influential Baptist ministers 
in the south, points to the three 1s- 
sues, prohibition, race and religion, 
that are present in the 1928 presi- 
dential campaign, and says, “They all 
combined have enough dynamite in 
them to work irreparable injury to 
our Master's cause. and to make 
, unds so deep that none of us will 
ever live long enough to see them 
he -led.” 

Always a Moral Issue. 


In reminding his coworkers that 
there is only one whom they. may 
hold up as a Savior of Man, and 
adjuring them to not urge the elec- 
tion of one or another candidate be 
cause of the moral issues of the cam- 
paign, Dr. Mell says, “There is only 
one name under heaven to be given 
in His pulpit for the salvation of 
men, and that is His name.” 

Dr. Mell points out that all political 
campaigns have in them moral issues, 
but even though this is true ministers 
who forsake the preaching of His 
plans and His way to salvation and 
hold up instead the name of one po- 
litical candidate as the country’s 
means to moral salvation “will be- 
come only as sounding brass and tin- 
kling cymbals.” To those who would 
try to introduce politics into their 
pulpit, he says. “You will be nothing.” 

Yhe question of mere sincerity or 
honest conviction does not enter the 
matter, Dr. Mell believes. Sincerity 
and conviction that he is right will not 
prevent the “campaigning minister” 
from doing much harm, it is the opin- 
ion of Dr. Mell. Of this he says, “No 
matter what side you take the breth- 
ren in your churches, who are on the 
other side are just as sincere in their 
conviction as you are. They, too, think 
they are right. The good you will co 
will be negligible, but the harm you 
will do to your church and yourself 
will be immense. Remember it is not 
your pulpit, it is the Lord’s. And His 
pulpit is not a political stump from 
which to make political speeches.” 


Dr. Mell’s Letter. 


Dr. Mell’s letter, which will be fea- 
tured on the title page of the Chris- 
tian Index today, follows in full: 

“To the Baptist preachers in Geor- 

gia: 
“Dear Brethren: Will you permit 
a fellow-worker with you in a com- 
mon cause—who loves the cause, and 
who loves . you—affectionately, byt 
most earnestly, to beg you not to Wt 
anyone speak for or against any can- 
didate for political office in the 
churches where you are pastor? And, 
above all, not to do this yourselves 
from your pulpits? 

“There are three issues in the race 
for president of the United States, 
viz: Prohibition, the ‘racial question 
and the religious question, any one of 
which has enough dynamite in it to 
destroy the peace and harmony of 
any church in the world. They all 
combined have enough dynamite in 
them to work irreparable injury to 
our Master’s cause, and to make 
wounds so deep that none of us will 
live long enough to see them healed. 
Our jubilee campaign will be en- 
dangered if the churches are going 
to be torn by these questions, as our 
people in every church are already di- 
vided on them. 

Keep Out of Politics. 

“And will you, my dear younger 

brethren of the ministry, permit one

happiness and usefulness. 

“The members of your churches 
are divided on these questions, Rea- 
sons, judgment and prudence are go- 
ing to be dethroned in many cases 
as the campaign progresses. Bitter- 
ness and strife are going to have full 
sway all over our land. If you take 
the high office to which you have 
been called down into this strife, 
and become a partisan in your com- 
munity for either side of this political 
contest, you will lose the affection 
of nearly all of those you oppose, 
of many of those whose candidates 
you espouse, and you may in some 
cases, even lose your pulpits. I have 
known in my time several strong 
preachers lose their pulpits that way, 
and they were just as sincere as you 
are, and perhaps just as wise, You 
cannot separate your personality 
from your office in the minds of the 
people.

of our dear Lord, whose servants you 
are : 

“No matter what side you take, 
the brethren in your churches, who 
are on the other side are just as 
sincere in their convictions as you 
nre. They, too, think they are right. 
Whatever harsh criticism you make 
of their cause and their candidate, 
they will believe you_are, in a sense 
at least, making it of them. You 
will wound them and alienate them 
from you, and you will not, in all 
probability, help the cause or the 
candidate you are advocating, but 
you will hurt them. The good you 
will do them will be negligible, but 
the harm you will do your church 
and yourself will be immense.

other sin, you will only become as 
sounding brass and tinkling symbals. 
You will be nothing. ‘There is only 
one name under heaven to be given 
to His pulpit for the salvation of 
men, and that is His name. You 
have no better plan than His plan. 
He Himself, when He was in the 
body on earth, never made any politi- 
eal speeches in His sermons. And 
He never undertook to elect or to de- 
feat anybody for political office. Nor 
did any of His disciples. And you, 
the servant, are not greater or wiser 
than your Lord, When you drag the 
pulpit down into a bitter political 
contest, you, and it, are only par- 
tisans in a vanishing cause. Leaving 
His pulpit where He has placed it, 
and preaching from it His gospel to 
the best of your humble ability, you 
will have Him, and His power, with 
you always, even unto the end of

treaty in which it may be expected 
that full expression will be given re- 


ciprocally to the principle of national 
tariff autonomy and to the principle 
that the commerce of each of the con- 
tracting parties shall enjoy in the 
ports and the territories of the other 
treatment in no way discriminatory 
as compared with the treatment ac- 
corded to the commerce of any other 
country.” 


The note discloses that Secretary 
Kellogg received a_ specific request 
from ©. C. Wu, special nationalist 
representative in Washington, -on 
July 11, that negotiators be named to 
draw up a new tariff treaty replac- 
ing the existing conventional tariff 
relations between China and _ the 
United States. It notes also the un- 
derstanding reached with the nation- 
alist authorities last March for joint 
commission settlement of the Nan- 
king incident and that expression was 
given at that time by the Washington 
government te its sympathy with 
Chinese desires “to develop a sound 
national life’ and to realize aspira- 
tions ‘for a sovereignty so far as pos- 
sible unrestricted by obligations of an 
exceptional character.”

A temporary injunction against the 
collection was obtained by Charles 
Shelton, county attorney, acting. un- 
der instructions from the county com- 
mission, Judge Moore continued the 
order at Wednesday’s hearing. 

The county contended that the title 
of the tax act specifies a levy only on 


distributors who deal in motor fuels; 
that Fulton county buys its gasoline 
directly from the wells for its own 
use; that the commodity is an inter- 
state shipment, neither bought nor sold 
in Georgia, and that the state con- 
stitution does not authorize a political 
subdivison to expend tax monies for 
payment of state taxes. 

While the city of Atlanta was not 
a party to the snit, it has withheld 
payment of the state tax pending the 
outeome in the superior court. James 
L. Mayson, city attorney, was present 
at Wednesday’s hearing. 

Attorney Robert B. Troutman and 
T. R. Gress, assistant attorney gen- 
eral, represented William A. Wright, 
who, as state comptroller general, was 
made defendant in the suit.

~ CONTRACT 1S LET 


Cordele, Ga., July 25.—(Special.) 
The contract for the construction of 


the Crisp hydro power plant on the 
Flint river west of Cordele today was 
awarded to L. E. Meyers Construc- 
tion company, of Chicago, and 8S. J. 
Groves & Sons company, of Cordele, 
at a gross cost of $776,837. The by- 
draulic machinery and equipment con- 
tract was awarded to Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock company 
for $99,200 and the electrical machin- 
ery and equipment contract was 
awarded to General Electric company 
at a cost of $102,500. 

Actual construction .work will be- 
gin at once and the contractors are 
under agreement to have the plant 
ready to deliver within one year.

Such a profession requires 
men of training, and education there- 
fore becomes a fundamental and vital 
necessity. You Camp Wilkins stu- 
dents are future leaders of agriculture 
in Georgia. You are going to call- 
ed upon to exercise individual] initia- 
tive and creative power, for ajl prog- 
ress is due to the individual. Keep 
in mind, the fact that farming is a 
business, and not just a way to make 
a living.. Also remember that there is 
no state in the union with greater op- 
portunities agriculturally than Geor- 
gia.’

Newark-Elizabeth Airport, July 25. 
—When I came out here and signed up 


to learn to fly, I had visions of going 
right out to the field, climbing in a 
plane with an instructor and roaring 
away into the air. But this happy 
day was further away than I hoy 

because of two obstacles—the weather 


and an invention known as “ground 


school.” 

While Lindbergh and the other 
eagles of aviation may hop off from 
muddy fields and through rain, storms 
and low-hanging clouds for this or 
that far-off destination, the callow 
fledglings, just sprouting their pin 
feathers, must wait for calm weather, 
dry fields and high ceilings. 

By bigh ceilings, I mean that the 
lowest cloud strata must be high 
enough in the air to allow the stu- 
dent flier and his instructor to ma- 
neuver the plane at a height which 
will give the instructor a chance to 
correct any mistakes the pupil may 
make and straighten the ship out be- 
fore it hits the ground, 

In the ground school you hear lec- 
tures on the theory of flight and the 
construction of various types of ships, 
varied with actual shop work on some 
of them. 

Like College Classroom. 

Ap instructor, usually a flier him- 
self and an expert on the theories of 
aviation as well, stands before a black- 
board and lectures, making drawings 
of mathematical equations to illustrate 
his points. The students sit with note- 
books and listen—and sometimes they 
yawn. It is just like going back tv 
college. They even have written ex- 
aminations. 

After several hours of this “today, 
the students in my class were notice- 
ably drowsy. Several heads nodded 
and several pairs of eyes closed. 

Then the instructor remarked in a 
slightly louder voice. 

“It is just as well to get this down 
right, gentlemen, otherwise you may 
wrap an airplane around your neck 
while landing!” 

After that. the instructor received 
more alert attention—until another 
wave of drowsiness swept the class. 


To try to set down all the informa- 


tion you gain, or that you are sup- 
posed to gain in several weeks of 


ground school, is impossible. I'll try 
to give a tabloid account of it. 

You. learn that the essential parts 
of a modern airplane are the wings 
or lifting .surfaces, the fuselage ‘or 
body, control surfaces on the wing- 
tips and tail to move it about and a 
motor and propeller to drag it through 
the air. 

The propeller works in the air ex- 
actly as the propeller of a boat works 
in the water. Only as the air is a 
much thinner element, the propeller 


is larger and whirls much more rapid- 


After a certain amount of ground = 
school training in the modern com ~— 
mercial school, you begin your flying 
training along with it. Ground school 
work then becomes much more inter- 
esting, because you work out in the air 
the theories which you see demonstrat- _ 
ed on the blackboard. . 
Tomorrew, if the weather man is 
kind, I will get our first flight. It 
will bea sort of “joy hop” just to get 
the first feel of being in the air.

The council unanimously adopted a 
resolution standing for civic righteous- 
| ness, stating that the minister ‘‘who 
turns a deaf ear to a social condition 
which is ruining the lives of the youth 
of our land, a liquor-crazed mass of 
flesh in the shape of human beings, 
endangering not only the life and limbs 
of our boys and girls, but robbing 
them of their sense of decency, need 
lexpect no consideration from the 
mothers of the land.” 

The resolution demands law enforce- 
ment and declares against any weak- 
ening of the Volstead act. 


Not Against Smith. 


While following the ministers in 
their stand for civic righteousness, the 
council refused to make a declaration 
against Smith for the presidency. 

On this subject Mrs. Andrews, the 
president, said in addressing the meet- 
ing: 


“I propose to yote the straight’ 


democratic ticket. 

“I believe in the Jeffersonian prin- 
ciple of democracy in a government of, 
for, and by the people, in a popular, 
representative form of government; a 
government which proceeds from the 
countless hearthstones of the land to 
Washington and not descending from 
Washington to the hearthstone, as 
aguinst the republican, Hamiltonian 
idea of a centralized, imperial, aristo- 
cratic, regal, oligarchical, autocratic, 
despotic tyrannical control. 

“From such an eight-year period un- 
der the republican party we are just 
emerging. 

“The time from which some of us 
! recoil with horror is too fresh upon 
our minds for us to be deluded by 
the plea against any candidate who. is 
outspoken enough to tell you the truth. 
It is far better to know the truth and 
to know how to fight that wrong with 
truth than to have the type of smooth. 
determined, deadly quiet—inert, placid 
head that has occupied the president's 
chair for the past seven years. 

‘There is one thing that prejudices 
me in favor of Governor Smith in- 
stead of against him—despite his wet- 
ness, and that is that he is a Catholie, 
and I speak as a Methodist. We have 
had quite a spell of those who profess 
to be Protestants, and I'd like to try 
something different to see if we can’t 
get a little improvement. 

“The only fear I have is that Govr- 
ernor Smith may not be a really hon- 
est to goodness Catholic.

Bank Rate Up. 


An increase in the Philadelphia 
federal reserve rediscount rate from 
41-2 to 5 per cent, the seventh cen- 
tral institution to put the higher rate 
into effect and a further advance in 
bankers’ acceptance rates were widely 
accepted as evidence of tightening 
credit conditions. Call loans, how- 
ever, continued in plentiful supply at 
the renewal figure of 51-2 per cent 
and that rate was shaded in the “out- 
side market.” The relative ease of 
call money is attributed to the large 
volume of surplus funds invested in 
that market by big industrial and rail- 
road corporations and insurance com- 


panies, which have no immediate need 
of this extra ready cash. 

The rate on bankers’ acceptances 
is now 43-4 and 45-8 per cent for 30 
to 90 day maturities, which brings 
them within 1-4 of 1 per cent of the 
rediscount. rate, and to the highest 
level since October, 1921. Ordinari- 
ly, there is a spread of at least 1-2 
of 1 per cent between bankers’ ac- 
ceptances and the rediscount rates, 
leading to the belief in some quar- 
ters that a further advance in the 
latter is likely. Time money and com- 
mercial paper rates held firm. 

Buying in today’s market was again 
selective in character and _ limited 
largely to stocks of corporations re- 
porting large current earnings, or in 
which special developments are pend- 
ing.

Stock Market Undertone Strong 
Despite Continuance of Light 
Trading — Weekly Iron and 
Fail To Show 
Aanlyzing 


Steel Reviews 
Usual Optimism, 
Some Losses.

New York, July 25.—Trading in 
stocks continues very quiet, but with 
the undertone continuing strong. 
There was plenty of call money of- 
fered the stock exchange today at 5 1-2 
per cent, with loans made at 5 1-4 
on the outside market. There as 
no change in time money, all periods 
being quoted at the 6 per cent ruling 
this week. 


Sentiment was helped by the re- 
covery in weekly freight car loadings 
to above 1,000,000; also in the fur- 
the upturn of $63,000,000 in week- 
ly commercial loans of 637 reporting 
member banks. This is the time of 
year when usually commercial loans 
are declining. The season has been 
backward, delaying general trade, 
which continues to shew improve- 
ment. This is considered remarkable 
in a presidential election year. 

Selling appeared toward the close 
on the belief the Philadelphia reserve 
bank would increase its rate to 5 
per cent. This proved true after the 
close. Sentiment on the upside was 
also dampened by announcement that 
the American acceptance council and 
all dealers had advanced all bankers’ 
bills 1-4 of 1 per cent. This is the 
sharpest advance since 1921, with the 
rate the highest since then. 

Little Optimism Shown. 

Today's weekly review of the iron 
and steel trade, however, were not as 
optimistic as a week ago when some 
selling prices for fourth quarter de- 
livery were advanced and increased 
buying was reported to take advyan- 
tage of existing prices. Today's re- 
views were rather non-committal re- 
garding the future. 

Several oil companies reporting 
earnings for the half-year showed de- 
cided improvement over the corre- 
sponding period of 1927, justifying the 
recent advance in oil shares on buy- 
ing from both this country and 
abroad, especially England. Suan Oil 
reports a surplus for dividenis for 
the first six months of 1928 of S2,- 
513,000, against a deficit of %603,- 
000 for the same period of 1927.

Insurance for Employees of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation Is $400,- 
000,000; Sets Record for All 
Policies; Continued Less of Gold 
by U. S. Aids Other Nations to 


Stabilize Currency.

When Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., presi- 
dent of General Motors, signed a con; 
tract this week for $400,000,000 of 
group life insurance with sickness ani 
accident coverage, for the benefit of 
the 200,000 employees of General Mo- 
tors, a new epoch in the history of 
insurance began. 

It is the largest insurance contract 
ever signed. Each individual employe 
of the corporation will have $2,000 
in life insurance, and accident ani 
sickness of $15 a week, at, a cost of 
$1.50 a month to each. 

The American people are an “insur- 
ed” people. At the end of 1927 there 
were 102,000,000 policies being car- 
ried by 60,000,000 people of the United 
States, totalling $87,000,000,000. Life 
insurance is being placed now at the 
rate of more than $1,000,000,000 a 
month. No other nation approaches 
this in volume. 

When I asked David F. Houston, 
a life insurance president, about the 
growth in the volume of insurance 
carried in the United States, he made 
this interesting statement: 

“When people feel blue about the 
United States, let them remember 
that while w hav only 7 pr cnt of 
th world’s population, w produc from 
39 o 60 per cent of the world’s copper, 
coal, cotton, lumber and pig iron; we 
possess 36 per cent of the railroads, 
60 per cent of the telephones, 83 per 
cent of the automobiles, 46 per cent 
of the gold and 52 pr cent of the bank 
deposits.” 

“And how much of the life insur- 
ance of the world is carried by the 
people of the United Staes?” I asked. 

“The figures stand at more than 
71 per cent.” 


United States continues to lose 
gold, about $580,000,000 worth of the 
precious metal during the last year. If 
every dollar of gold means $13 of 
credit, the ability to expand bank 
credit has been reduced by $7,540,- 
000,000 

In addition, the federal reserve re- 
port for July shows an increase in 
member bank borrowings of $520,- 
000,000 over one year ago. Some time 
1 hope to show how credit is expand- 
ed on a gold basis. 

Who took all this gold? Eight coun- 
tries mostly—France, $257,000,000; 
Argentine, $131,000,000; Brazil, $55.- 
000,000; England, $33,000,000; Ger- 
many, $27,000,000; Italy, $20,000,- 
000; Uruguay, $11,000,000, and Po- 
land, $8,000,000, 

Some of these countries will need 
considerably more gold to stabilize 
their own currencies. Italy has not 
yet started to take gold in large 
amounts. It is thought she will before

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GRANTED CHARTER 


New York, July 25.—(4)—Louis N. 
Osmond, New York cotton dealer, who 
recently brought suit against the New 
York cotton exchange and some of its 
members, announced today that he 
had obtained a charter from the sec- 


retary of state for a new exchange 
to be situated in New York city, to 
be called the National Cotton Ex- 
change, Inc. 

He said the new exchange would 
permit trading in 25 and 50 bale lots 
as well as 100 bale lots, and in addi- 
tion to trading in raw cotton would 
trade eventually in its natural and 
manufactured & products, including 
cotton seed oil, cotton linters and 
cotton in its various states of manu- 
facture, including grey g 

Membership of 1,000. 

The number of members will be 
limited to 1,000, and the offering price 
of the memberships will be $250. Mr. 
Osmond said that applications have 
been received for about 100 member- 
ships, and that trading probably 
would be started within three months. 

Associated with Mr. Osmond in ob- 
taining the charter was Eugene Wil- 
liams, former Forest City, Ark., 
banker. 


Quasi-Public Unit. 


Mr. Osmond said the new exchange 
holds itself out “as a quasi-public in- 
stitution,” and that it is its policy “to 
treat the interest of the public with 
the same regard as that of its mem- 
bers, and it assumes the obligation to 
protect its members and non-members 
equally from any infringement of 
its form of contract, whether by de- 
livery of inferior cotton or otherwise.” 

In a $500,000 damage suit recently 
brought against the New York cotton 
exchange and two of its member firms 
—Anderson, Clayton and Co., and 
George H. McF adden and Brother, 
Osmond charged that with the knowl- 
edge of the exchange, the two houses 
‘ had delivered cotton of inferior quality 
to that called for in the exchange con- 
tract, and thus artificially depressed 
the price of cotton.

New York, July 25.—(#)—tThe curb

Pines Winterfront A, with a 5 point 
gain, and Sparks Withington with 
2 1-2 led the Automotive’ group. 
Among the weak spots were Deere &

Prices made new low ground for the - 
movement before the decline was 
checked, October at 20.46 showing a, 
loss of 241 points from the high price 
late last June while active months 
generally showed net losses of 20 to 
25 points. 

Offerings Well Absorbed. 

Offerings were well enough absorb- 
ed at this setback to steady the mar- 
ket and a good part of the loss was 
recovered in later trading on cover- 
ing, while there may have been some 
buying in expectation of rallies in 
advance of the end-month crop reports.
